The driest month of November 
in Gettysburg since 1955 became 
the 
seventh consecutive month 
this year with a shortage of rain* 
fall, Gettysburg Times weather 
records showed today. 
There was measurable rain on 
only five days last month and it 
totaled only 1.97 inches. That is 
1.29 inches short of normal for 
thy month. 
Last year in November there 
was a two-inch surplus of rain 
that helped cut down the year’s 
shortage but November of this 
year only increased the year’s 
rainfall deficiency. 
9 INCHES SHORT NOW 
Rain and snow in the first ll 
months of this year have totaled 
29 45 inches and that is 9.2S inches 
below normal. 
It will take a foot of rain this 
month to get 1964 rainfall* up to 
normal. That seems unlikely be­ 
cause records show that no De­ 
cember in the last 61 years has 
had as much as six inches of 
rain. The wettest December here 
was In 1907 when rain and snow 
totaled 5.82 inches of water. 
Last year was i m inches short 
on rain; 1962 was short by five 
inches and 1961 was two inches 
below normal. 
Normal rainfall for November 
is 3.26 Inches. 
Last year the 
month received 5.57 inches after 
an October in which no rain was 
measured, the only rainless month 
in 60 years in Gettysburg. 
NO RECORD TOOAY 
October of this year was the 
coldest on record here but had 
only 1.4 inches of rain. Tempera­ 
tures last month averaged 2.8 de­ 
grees above normal which was 
very close to the average for 
November of 1963. 
In spite of the fact that Novem­ 
ber went into the records as a 
warm month, it saw an all-time 
low mark set for November 23 
when the temperature dropped to 
16 degrees above zero, the cold­ 
est day so far this fall. The high 
for last month was 74 degrees on 
November 12. Temperatures were 
above the 710-degree mark on two 
other days. 
Freezing temperatures were re­ 
corded on nine days. The average 
daily high v\-as 59 I and the daily 
low readings averaged 35.7 de­ 
grees. 
This morning’s chilly beginning 
for December with a low of 19 
set no records. On this date in 
1952 and 1956 it was 17 degrees 
here.

Mariner 4 Is Two Days 
Ahead Of Russian Rival 
In First Race To Mars

PASADENA, Calif. (A P) — 
U.S. spacecraft M ariner 4 sped 
at 7,226 miles an hour today to­ 
ward distant Mars — two days 
ahead of a Soviet rival in histo­ 
ry ’s first interplanetary race. 
At 4 a.m . today, the earner- 
arm ed vehicle was 541,904 miles 
from earth. 
M ariner is due on the out­ 
skirts of Mars July 14. 
Somewhere behind it — per­ 
haps even in the sam e trajecto­ 
ry — is the Zond 2 cosmic rock­ 
et the Russians fired Monday. 
M ariner’s builders at the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory bere ad­ 
mit Zond 2 might get there first. 
COULD BOOST SPEED 
M ariner is cruising now, its 
speed preset, moving in a per­ 
fect position for the next crucial 
stop 
in 
its 
350-million-mile 
flight: a midscour se m aneuver 
to refine its trajectory. It proba­ 
bly will come later this week 
The 
midcourse 
m aneuver 
m ay increase M ariner’s speed 


slightly, enough to cut a few 
hours on a 229-day journey. 
But Zond 2 could pass the 
M ariner, JP L experts said, if 
it becomes evident that Rus­ 
sian scientists chose a faster 
trajectory and compensantingly 
sm aller payload back in Zond 
2’s planning stages — a year 
ago at the latest. 
DOUBT SPEED TEST

receipt of complaints concerning 
the appearance of the junk yards. 
RESTRICT BURNING 
Among other regulations: TV | 
junk yard owners may not “burn 
more than one motor vehicle or its 
equivalent" at any one time, may 
not bum oil, grease, tires, gaso­ 
line "or other similar material 
that might be dangerous or tend 
to produce obnoxious smoke or 
odors"; 
the "storage and ar­ 
rangement of junk and the drain­ 
age facilities of the premises shall 
be such as to prevent the accumu­ 
lation of stagnant water upon the 
premises and to facilitate access 
for fire fighting purposes." 
The ordinance also provides 
that junk yard owners must keep 
records "fairly written down in 
the English language at the time 
of the purchase of any junk.” The 
records must include a descrip­ 
tion of every article received, the 
date and hour received, and "the 
person from whom such article 
or material was purchased or 
received" and “shall keep and 
retain upon the licensed premises 
for a period of 48 hours after the 
purchase or receipt thererof, all 
junk received or purchased . . . 
and shall not disturb or reduce 
the size or alter the original form, 
shape or condition until . . . a 
period of 48 hours shall have 
elapsed ” 
TV ordinance provides a fine of 
$100 and costs for any violation 
with “each day’s violation” . . . 
constituting "a separate offense.”

Q. Who is against it? 
A. France, which has devel­ 
oped its own nuclear weapons 
and wants less European de­ 
pendence on the United States, 
is strongly against it. Britain*! 
new Labor government, which 
wants to give up Kngland’g PMI 
atomic role, is cold to It. 
Q. Why not use submertoea, 
like the American Polaris subs? 
A. Too expensive. Part of the 
MLF idea is to form a nuclear 
club for our allies with “dues” 
low enough for them to pay. 
Q. How would MLF bt fi­ 
nanced?

60-meter wheelchair race. 
STATE TEAM WINNERS 
She was one of seven persons 
from the Johnstown Rehabilita­ 
tion Center who represented 
Pennsylvania in the Paralym­ 
pics and who captured IO gold, 
nine silver and four bronze med­ 
als for the United States. 
She doesn’t know how far 
she hurled the three-pound dis­ 
cus in Tokyo because she was 
so excited she didn’t ask. "All 
I knew was that I had won. A 
girl from Italy was my closest 
competition. Before the games, 
ber coach kept following me 
around to see what I was do­ 
ing.” 
Frau praises her coach, Lou 
Niachloss of the Johnstown Cen­ 
ter, as ‘‘a patient and under­ 
standing guy.” He was selected 
as a eoach for the eight U.S. 
teams competing. 
LIVED NORMAL LIFE 
"In Tokyo I learned to ap- 
pficiate the broad-mindedness 
Of Americans who accept the 
handicapped,” 
s h e declares. 
‘Tm sure this country will re­ 
main on top because of its com­ 
passion and understanding.” 
Fran does not consider her 
handicap an adversity. 
‘‘I was brought up in such a 
normal world,” she says, “nev­ 
er aheltered or pampered, thai 
when I first went to the Johns­ 
town Rehabilitation Center I 
could hardly face those who 
really were handicapped.” 
NEVER CODDLED 
Fran is sure her normal out­ 
look is the result of the fact that 
while her parents and two broth­ 
ers are inordinately fond and 
proud of her, she never has been 
66ddled. 
She drives her own car with 
manual controls and she can 
spin her wheel-chair with the 
best. She always has gone to 
dances, keeping time in her 
chair to the music in closer 
rhythm than many on the floor. 
She claims for the Johnstown 
Center the title of best-equipped 
facility in the world for care of 
the handicapped. 
“Anyone who visits the school 
eould learn a lesson in humili­ 
ty,” according to Fran. “There 
is an unbelievable atmosphere 
of cheerfulness 
Students with 
tragic disabilities are in high 


spirits despite their handicaps. 
BRILLIANT MINDS 
“Have you ever seen a quad 
raplegic (a person without use 
of arms or legs)? Quadraplegics 
still have minds, some of them 
brilliant.” 
Explaining further, she notes 
the swimming ability of a young 
man without legs and says, “Be 
cause you have lost something 
you put forth more of what you 
have. You must compensate. 
She adds; 
“Everyone has some sort of 
disability—with some it’s a dis­ 
agreeable personality trait—but 
at Johnstown the disabilities are 
visible. The wonderful counsel­ 
lors broaden the students’ out­ 
look. We learn there to live to­ 
day and to worry about tomor­ 
row when tomorrow comes. You 
never see anyone moping or 
complaining at the center. Sure, 
we gripe about the food just as 
resident students do at any 
school because it’s the thing to 
do.” 
Fran completed her college 
course at Johnstown after two 
full years of work md is trained 
as a medical or legal secretary 
and as an operator of business 
machines.

with Don B. Reynolds, a local 
insurance man, on the witness 
stand. 
Reynolds has said Baker, a 
former secretary to the Senate 
Democrats, and Matthew H. Mc* 
Closkey, a veteran Democratic 
fund raiser, were linked in an 
illegal diversion of $25,000 to the 
1960 
Kennedy * Johnson 
cam­ 
paign fund. 
McCloskey, 
ambassador 
to 
Ireland in the Kennedy adminis­ 
tration. has denied knowledge of 
any payoff. Baker, in earlier 
hearings, invoked his constitu­ 
tional privilege under the Fifth 
Amendment to refuse to testify 
on matters that might incrimi­ 
nate him. 
The new round of hearings 
stems from a speech Sen. John 
J. Williams, R Del , made to the 
Senate Sept I. He charged that 
the alleged payoff came from 
the government contract a Mc­ 
Closkey corporation 
held 
for 


construction of the Washington, 
D.C., Stadium. 
Quoting 
Reynolds, 
Williams 
said McCloskey paid the silver 
Spring, Md., insurance man $35,* 
OOO too much for a performance 
bond on the project, with Reyn­ 
olds to keep $10,000 and the 
remaining $25,000 of the over­ 
payment to be funneled through 
Baker into the Kennedy-Johnson 
fund. Federal law forbids cor­ 
porations from contributing to 
political campaigns.

charged with killing and selling 
23 deer. He was confined to Ly­ 
coming County Prison in lieu of 
$7,400 bail. 
SOLD IS DEER 
Darcy was released under $2,- 
000 bail en charges of killing 
and selling 15 deer, six squir­ 
rels, two pheasants and a rab­ 
bit. 
Richard paid a $109 fine for 
illegal possession of a deer, 
Wickes was jailed in default 
of $515 fine for the illegal slay­ 
ing of five deer. 
Morningstar said at least 35 
or 40 buck deer have been killed 
in the area over a period of sev­ 
eral months.

have been working on the case 
for several months in an effort 
to collect enough evidence for 
convictions. 
“This is by far the worst that 
1 ever had anything to do with,”

VATICAN CITY (AP) - The 
world’s

Catholics were asked today to 
pray for the success of Pope 
Paul VTs trip to India. 
The Pope leaves before dawn 
Wednesday for the International 
Eucharistic Congress in Bom­ 
bay. Plans were made for a spe­ 
cial program cf prayers in the 
Vatican and in Rome during the 
four days of his absence. 
It will be the longest absence 
from Italy of any Pope since 
Pius VII returned in 1814 after 
five years in France as a pris­ 
oner of Napoleon. 
The Vatican newspaper L’Os- 
servatore Romano said Catho­ 
lics everywhere were asked to 
pray that the Pope’s mission to 
India may be realized. 
PERSONAL GESTURE 
The Eucharistic Congress is a 
gathering of Roman Catholic 
Church 
representatives 
from 
around the world. The Pope’s 
trip is a personal gesture of 
friendship by its spiritual ruler 
to all the non-Christian peoples 
of Asia. 
As such it underlines the mod­ 
ernization and renewal occupy­ 
ing the Church since the start of 
the Vatican Ecumenical Council 
two years ago 
The papal visit continued to 
generate controversy in pre­ 
dominantly Hindu India, where 
militant Hindus viewed it as the 
start of new Catholic conversion 
efforts. 
Pime Minister Lai Bahadur 
Shastri was asked in Parlia­ 
ment Monday if he was aware 
of reports that the Catholic 
Church would use the visit and 
the Eucharistic Congress to in­ 
crease its Indian membership, 
now about 6.5 million.

There have been sev­ 
eral open policy conflicts involv­ 
ing these and the more cautious 
NAACP. 
COFO faltered after the rup­ 
ture, shutting down its Jackson 
headquarters for a week, but 
reopened on a curtailed basis a 
few days ago. 
David Dennis, assistant pro­ 
gram director for COFO’s Mis­ 
sissippi Project, called a news 
conference Sunday to deny re­ 
ports that COFO will soon fade 
away. 
“ Absolutely 
and 
completely 
false,” said Dennis. 
DENES RUMOR 
The denial came after a New 
Orleans newspaper, the Times- 
Plcayune. said COFO had fallen 
upon lean days financially and 
also had attracted “a group of 
radical, 
Marxist-leaning

whom local Negro leaders will 
no longer tolerate.” 
Dennis said he expects more 
volunteers to join the movement

The Times-Picayune said the 
FBI had found that two of every 
seven volunteers who came into 
the project had references to 
the FBI’s subversive list and 
some were well-known figures 
in the Communist narty.

NEW PROCESS 
IN STEEL MILL 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - A new 
process involving vapor coating 
of light gauge flat rolled steel 
with aluminum and other metals 
has been announced by U.S. 
Steel Corp. and termed by the 
company a major technological 
advance in steel making. 
The development will be fol­ 
lowed immediately with the con­ 
struction of a new, continuous 
high-speed mill at the Fairless 
Works in Fairless Hills, Pa., L. 
B. Worthington, president of the 
firm, said Sunday. 
The new vapor coated prod­ 
ucts, he said, are expected to 
have a penetrating effect on the 
can manufacturing and packag­ 
ing industries. 
In the process, aluminum is 
heated in a crucible by an elec­ 
tron beam to a temperature at 
which the metal vaporizes read­ 
ily, and the vapor deposited as 
a thin layer on a rapidly moving 
steel strip. 
The vapor coated products are 
scheduled to be made available 
commercially by early 1966.
